One Dissenting Voice 

In addition to the proceodin^s be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Comniis- 
sioii concorninn interstate rales, 
spokesmen for the railroads let it be 
known that they are preparing to go 
before every state railroad and public 
iiiilitios commission In the I'nion to 
ask for authority to increase tlieir 
freight tariffs on Interstate trade. 
But one dissenting voice was raised af 
today's conference.

Presitent Harrison, of tlio Southern 
railroad, speaking for Southern linos,

The prime 
need of Southern railroads, he said, 
was critical and this could not be ob- 
tained with earning capacity curtailed 
as under present conditioiis.

Atlanta, Qa., March 27— The 750 of- 
fleers and men of the German navy 
wlio sought refuge in American wat- 
ers on ihe cruiser Kron I'rinz Wil- 
luliii aiul I'ritiz Kricdricli, were 
souglit to Georgia on special trains to- 
day and placed for safekeeping In 
stockades at Fort McPherson aitd Fort 
Oglethorpe, under guard of the seven- 
teenth Infantry. 

The men from the Willn'lni's crow 
arrived at Fort McPherson. Captain 
Thlerfeldt and eight German ofllccrs 
were met by officers of the seventeenth 
infantry and taken to Colonel Noyes. 
After a court introduction of himself, 
the captain presented each ot the oth- 
er officers, and then was told by Col- 
onel .Voyes that "I have sent tor you 
that 1 might know you and that you 
might know me." He had preceded no 
further when Captain Thierfetdl to 
say: 

"My men are military men Just the 
same as you and we will give no 

pledges," 

"We have arranged to take care of 
you as well as possible," Colonel Noyes | 
continued. "But future conditions | 
will dependl argely upon yourself." 

While the men wehe being counted, 
retreat was sounded and the regiment 
band began to play the "Star-Spangled 
Banner," as the Bag was lowered. Just i 
as it began its descent, Captain Thler- 
feldt called his fien to attention and It 
was held 'until pie colors were down.
